Dwayne Verschoor can’t imagine 
why someone would have want¬ 
ed to spark a forest fire that near¬ 
ly wiped out his small Alberta 
town. 

But the Slave Lake resident 
wants the culprit caught and pun¬ 
ished. 

“The most you can do would be 
put him in jail,” said Verschoor. “I 
would string him up on Main 
Street — but we’re supposed to be 
civilized people.” 

The Alberta government 
announced yesterday that an 
unknown arsonist recklessly or 
deliberately ignited the raging for- 
est fire that reduced a third of 
Slave Lake to rubble on May 15. 
The blaze destroyed 400 homes 
and businesses and left 2,000 peo¬ 
ple homeless. 

Frank Oberle, minister of sus¬ 
tainable resources, said the file 
has been turned over to the RCMP. 

“It’s extremely disappointing

and my heart goes out to the peo¬ 
ple that lost homes or property,” 
Oberle told a news conference. 
“This further exacerbates that.” 
He said his investigators have 
ruled out all other possible caus¬ 
es for the fire. He wouldn’t say 
how they’ve definitively ruled out 
that the blaze wasn’t set acciden¬ 
tally, such as by a careless camper 
failing to properly extinguish a 
fire. 

“Our investigation eliminated 


all natural, industrial or acciden¬ 
tal causes.” 

Oberle said investigators have 
determined where the fire started, 
but he wouldn’t give the co-ordi¬ 
nates because the scene is now 
part of a criminal investigation. 
He also wouldn’t describe the area 
— whether it was near a campsite 
or deep in the bush. 

“We know there was no light¬ 
ning at that site, no power-line 
malfunction and no campfire 
located at that site, so a process 
of elimination gets us to the only 
reasonable conclusion.” 

The minister wouldn’t say if 
there was forensic evidence found 
at the scene to suggest arson, but 
added that a deliberately set for¬ 
est fire is “relatively rare.” A 
spokesman for the department 
later clarified that there is some 
forensic evidence, but refused to 
elaborate.

EPSB puts 
money and 
teachers 
back into 
classrooms 

Education funding reinvest¬ 
ed by the premier will 
directly impact Edmonton 
Public Schools’ classrooms 
through funding as well as 
retaining the equivalent of 
298 teaching positions. 

The board of trustees ap¬ 
proved yesterday how to 
spend $13.1 million, a piece 
of the $107 million pie in¬ 
jected by Premier Alison 
Redford upon winning the 
PC leadership. 

“We’ve decided and 
we’re very excited that 
we’re spending $12.5 mil¬ 
lion of the $13.1 million in 
schools,” said board chair 
Dave Colburn. 

Of that, $2.2 million will 
go to class size reduction, 
especially in grades 4 to 6, 
$3.7 million to special 
needs support and $3.6 mil¬ 
lion to professional devel¬ 
opment. 

In all, $600,000 will fund 
resources that support 
schools. Following the 
release of the provincial 
budget, Colburn said it was 
likely 229 teaching 
positions would be lost. 

Now that 298 can be re¬ 
tained and hired, it’s “real¬ 
ly exciting,” said Colburn, 
adding the extra positions 
are due to increased enrol¬ 
ment. 

The Edmonton Catholic 
School District received 
$5.49 million, reducing 
class sizes, and funding spe¬ 
cial needs support, Alberta 
Initiative for School 
Improvement and English 
Language Learner 
programs.

A mind for business, a 
measure of online savvy 
and a mendacious ability to 
manipulate using influ¬ 
ence, not force. 

These are among the at¬ 
tributes some who operate 
illegal sex-trade enterpris¬ 
es share, a report authored 
by a veteran Winnipeg po¬ 
lice morals unit investiga¬ 
tor suggests. 

For more than a decade, 
Sgt. Gene Bowers has been 


the city’s go-to expert for 
police when it comes to 
probing Winnipeg’s sex- 
trade underworld. 

The Crown requested 
Bowers file a statement of 
opinion regarding the 
case of a woman awaiting 
sentencing for running a 
bawdy house in Win¬ 
nipeg. 

“There are a number of 
overt and oppressive 
strategies that bawdy- 
house keepers, escort 
services, massage parlour 
owners and pimps can use 
to procure people into 
prostitution or keep them 


from leaving the sex- 
trade,” Bowers said. But 
often, a common tactic 
operators employ to keep 
people working for them 
is to befriend them and let 
them believe they’re en¬ 
gaged in a joint business 
relationship, he said. 

“The relationship is ex¬ 
ploitative but appears to be 
reciprocal on the surface,” 
he stated. “As a result 
threats, violence or overt 
tactics are not required to 
have individuals continue 
on prostituting themselves 
while willingly turning 
over their money.” 


Soldier killed in Afghan 
blast brought home 


The first Canadian soldier 
to die in Afghanistan since 
Canada ended its combat 
role in the war-torn coun- 
tiy was returned to home 
soil yesterday. 

Bagpipes played as the 
flag-draped coffin bearing 
Master Cpl. Byron Greff 
was carried across the tar¬ 
mac at the Canadian Forces 
Base in Trenton, in eastern 
Ontario, and placed into a 
waiting hearse. 

The soldier’s widow, 
pushing her newborn 
daughter in a stroller, 
walked over to the hearse 
and placed two roses on 
the coffin. Her young son 
Kellar was then lifted up so 
he could add his own rose.

O Conjoined girls are separated 
in complex day-long operation 


Angelina and Angelica 
Sabuco have just been 
given new lives — apart. 

In the two years since 
they were bom, the twin 
girls have been joined at 
the chest and abdomen. 

But yesterday doctors 
at Stanford University’s 
children’s hospital in 
California separated 
them in a remarkable 
day-long operation. 

The surgery on the 
two Philippines-born 
tots was expected to 
take nine hours. More 
than 20 doctors and 
nurses were taking part. 

By mid-afternoon, 
hospital spokesperson 
Reena Mukamal an¬ 
nounced the girls had 
been separated and 


moved to their own op¬ 
erating rooms for the 
second phase of the pro¬ 
cedure — reconstmcting 
the area where they 
were connected. 

Mukamal said doctors 
were pleased with the 
progress of the surgery 
so far. The complex op¬ 
eration involved cutting 
along the girls’ skin and 
muscle and separating 
their diaphragms and 
livers. 

Severing the liver was 
going to be the riskiest 
part of the procedure be¬ 
cause of potential blood 
loss, said lead surgeon 
Dr. Gary Hartman before 
the operating room dra¬ 
ma began.

A black day for white-collar criminals 


Fraudsters found guilty of 
white-collar crimes in 
Canada now face tougher 
sentences and penalties. 

Ottawa officially intro¬ 
duced tougher mles yester¬ 
day to deal with Ponzi 
schemers and white-collar 
fraudsters, part of just- 
adopted Toiy legislation 
first tabled in 2009. 


Stiffer penalties include: 

— A mandatory two- 
year prison sentence for 
fraud over $1 million. 

— Financial restitution 
for victims. 

— Latitude for a judge to 
stiffen a sentence because 
of aggravating factors.

Canuck auto sales are up, 
but not by much: Analyst

Automakers saw healthy 
Canadian sales growth last 
month as consumers ap¬ 
peared ready to shop for ve¬ 
hicles again after a slow 
September. 

Canadian vehicle sales 
were up 2.1 per cent to 
125,680 vehicles in October 
compared to 123,154 a year 
earlier, according to 
DesRosiers Automotive. 
That compared to a 0.4 per 
cent annual decline in Sep¬ 
tember. 

It has been an uneven 
year for automakers — one 
that is expected to finish 
with slightly higher sales 
than last year. 

Consumer confidence 
has been shaky over fears 
the global economy could 
sink back into another re¬ 
cession, while rising oil and 
gas prices have been taking 
a bigger toll on finances. 

Japanese automakers

The parliamentary budget 
officer has joined the grow¬ 
ing chorus predicting slow¬ 
er growth for Canada next 
year with one of the more 
pessimistic outlooks for the 
economy, due to the tur¬ 
moil over European debt. 

The report by Kevin 
Page’s office said growth 
this year should hit 2.2 per 
cent, which jibes with Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jim Flaher¬ 
ty’s last forecast, however 
Page’s estimate was well be¬ 
low the minister’s forecast 
of 2.1 per cent for 2012. 

The economic outlook 
predicts that real GDP will 
expand by only 1.5 per cent 


next year and 2.1 per cent 
in 2013. The PBO forecast 
follows one by the Bank of 
Canada last week that pre¬ 
dicted the economy will ad¬ 
vance 2.1 per cent this year, 
soften to 1.9 per cent in 
2012 and pick up speed to 
2.9 per cent in 2013. 

PBO suggests that it’s un¬ 
likely Flaherty can hit a bal¬ 
anced federal budget by 
2014-15 and predicts a 
shortfall of $18.7 billion.

Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney says he re¬ 
spects the Greek prime 
minister’s controversial 
call for a referendum on a 
new bailout package, say¬ 
ing the vote could be useful 
if it helps build support for 
necessary austerity. 

But within hours, the 
question of whether such a 
vote would take place was 
up in the air as members of 
George Papandreou’s gov¬ 
ernment threatened to re¬ 


volt over the surprise an¬ 
nouncement. 

That changed late yester¬ 
day, however, with his cabi¬ 
net expressing unanimous 
support for the prime min¬ 
ister’s surprise decision to 
call for a referendum on a 
hard-won European plan to 
rescue the Greek economy. 

News of the referendum 
adds even more pressure 
on G20 leaders to bring a 
sense of calm to situation 
and restore market confi¬ 


dence that policy-makers 
know what they are doing. 

Finance Minister Jim Fla¬ 
herty described the situa¬ 
tion as “fragile and 
uncertain,” to the Com¬ 
mons finance committee. 

Meanwhile, Ontario Fi¬ 
nance Minister Dwight 
Duncan said the impact of 
the Greek debt crisis on fi¬ 
nancial markets shows 
“how interdependent the 
world economies are.” 

Carney said that he still 


expects bailout measures 
will contain the situation 
— “but that’s different 
than resolving the issues, 
(which) ... is going to take 
years.” Details still need to 
be ironed out and Europe 
must implement the initia¬ 
tives, and there may still be 
additional measures need¬ 
ed, he cautioned. 

Markets will be looking 
for G20 leaders to unveil 
more details at the two-day 
summit in Cannes, starting 


Thursday, where Carney is 
to be confirmed as new 
head of the Financial Stabil¬ 
ity Board, placing the Cana¬ 
dian central banker at the 
forefront of measures to re¬ 
form global financial mar¬ 
kets. 

Carney told the commit¬ 
tee the European debt cri¬ 
sis remains the biggest 
concern for the global 
economy as well as Cana¬ 
da’s.

Human sexuality is a 
wonderful and complex 
phenomenon and we 
can’t always easily 
answer questions like 
“Am I gay?” or “Am I 
bisexual?” without deep¬ 
er introspection. If you 
have identified your sex¬ 
ual orientation, and you 
are gay or lesbian, you 
may be struggling to 
come to terms with it. 

In Dr. Richard Niolon’s 
coming-out process he 
identifies five stages a 
person can follow: 

1. Self-recognition as 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, or 
transgender (LGBT). 

2. Disclosure to others. 

3. Socialization with 
other LGBT. 

4. Positive self-identifi¬ 
cation. 

5. Integration and ac¬ 
ceptance, where you are 
open about your sexuali¬ 
ty to yourself, even if you 
prefer being discreet 
about it. 

The most difficult part 
of this five-step program 
is Step 1 — acknowledg¬ 
ing and accepting your 
sexual orientation. 

While the Canadian 
law is extremely support¬ 
ive of gay and lesbian 
rights, in the end, 
psychological and 
emotional support are 
equally important.

Hit the slopes early

Two words: La Nina. It’s a 
weather pattern, which 
simply put, dumps a ton of 
snow on North America - 
particularly in the north 
west and northern Califor¬ 
nia. Last year it led to 
record snowfalls in many 
resorts — Mammoth saw 
16.8 metres — while Fer- 
nie in British Columbia 
racked up 11 metres. If La 
Nina is back this year, and 
the signs are pointing to 
just that with colder-than- 
normal temperatures and 
heavy precipitation, then 
it’s time to pick your re¬ 
sort. 

Despite its relatively 
low altitude — the resort 
sits at 675 metres with the 
highest lift rising to 2,284 
metres — Whistler, B.C., 
had a great season last 
year thanks to La Nina 
with 15.6 metres of snow 
falling. 

Already the resort has 
seen remarkable snowfall 
with skiers riding the 
Blaclccomb glacier as early 
as Oct. 6. Whistler is due to 
open on Nov. 24 and the 
resort is currently offering 
savings of up to 36 per 
cent on accommodation 
and lift pass packages if 
you book before Nov. 15. If 
it could get through the 
snow, that early bird could 
catch a great worm 
(whis tlerblaclccomb .com). 

Keystone, Colo., will be 
throwing open its pistes 
on Nov. 4 with early-sea- 
son skiers reaping the ben¬ 
efits of sophisticated 
snowmaking, sheltered 
tree runs and a superb 
snowparlc without the 
crowds. 

The resort shares the 
Epic pass with nearby

The 
resort is so confident you 
will love it, it even offers a 
refund on your liftpass 


should your skiing be less 
than satisfactory (grand- 
targhee.com). 

Alta, Utah has a base el¬ 
evation of 2,600 metres, 
making skiing a definite 
possibility come Christ¬ 
mas, or before — it plans 
to open on Nov. 18 
(alta.com). 

If La Nina doesn’t mate¬ 


rialize you need a resort 
with good snowmaking, 
like Northstar-at-Tahoe, 
Calif, (norths tarattahoe.- 
com). Not only has the re¬ 
sort increased its slciable 
terrain by 10 per cent this 
season, but 50 per cent of 
it is covered by snowmak¬ 
ing facilities, so powder 
turns are guaranteed.

Meeting requirements

When I applied to Ryer- 
son University’s journal¬ 
ism program, I applied

of published works. I 
completed a lot of work 
outside school hours so 
that my portfolio would 
guarantee me acceptance 
into the program. 

Switching to a more 
specialized program will 
demand a lot more than 
high grades. Additionally, 
if you are applying to a 
program that is in-de¬ 
mand, you should make 
sure that your grades sur¬ 
pass the minimum grade 
requirement to get into 
the program. 

Researching the program 
Before deciding to switch 
programs, it is necessaiy to 
research exactly what your 
intended field of study en¬ 
tails. You can never know 
too much, so do your 
homework prior to switch¬ 
ing majors. 

Seek resources within 
your school; talk to depart¬ 
ment heads, people at the 
career centre and anyone 
who can help guide you in 
the right direction. 

Do your research and 
don’t forget about the sim¬ 
ple, yet crucial require¬ 
ments, such as having a 
minimum number of field- 
related courses and mak¬ 
ing sure that you do not 
miss crucial deadlines for 
transferring. 

Sacrifice 

Most people forget about 
the sacrifices that come 
with switching majors. 


When you decide to trans¬ 
fer programs you are agree¬ 
ing to forfeit your existing 
major. Since program re¬ 
quirements vary, this could 
mean that the one or two 
years spent in your pro¬ 
gram will essentially be dis¬ 
credited and not counted 
toward your new major. 

It also means having to 
start from scratch again. I 
was extremely happy to 
switch programs and be 
able to study my true call¬ 
ing. I was, however, a little 
disappointed when I real¬ 
ized that all my hard work 
was not going to be ac¬ 
counted for. It is a difficult 
reality to grapple with, es¬ 
pecially if you are someone 
who wants to finish school 
as quickly as possible, or if 
you face major financial 
constraints. 

Then there are other mi¬ 
nor inconveniences such as 
the transfer process, which 
can be difficult and labori¬ 
ous. There are many forms 
to fill, fees to pay and 
places to drop things off to. 

Ultimately, however, 
you have to be in a major 
that is complementary to 
your abilities and prefer¬ 
ences. If you are unhappy 
with what you are study¬ 
ing, it is not worth spend¬ 
ing your time and money 
continuing.

O After strong start to season, Renney and Oilers prepare for lengthy November road trip

The Edmonton Oilers have 
been an early surprise this 
NHL season thanks, in 
part, to a favourable home 
schedule. Now, they’re 
about to find out how 
their act plays on the road. 

With five straight wins 
in a stretch when they’ve 
played eight of 11 games at 
Rexall Place, the Oilers 
open November with six 
games away from home. 
The first stop is Los Ange¬ 
les to take on the Kings to¬ 
morrow. 

It’s an extended annual 
trip — the Canadian Finals 
Rodeo takes over Rexall 
Place every November — 
that always challenges the 
Oilers (7-2-2). No partisan 
crowds. No favourable last- 
change match-ups for the 
coaching staff. No home 
cooking. 

“It’s a good test for us,” 
coach Tom Renney said. “I 
think that we have to em¬ 
brace it, obviously. It’s an 
opportunity to continue to 
grow as a team and see if 


we can sustain good work 
habits and a winning ap¬ 
proach.” 

Can veteran goaltender 
Nikolai Khabibulin stay 
hot? Will the Kid Line of 
Taylor Hall, rookie Ryan 
Nugent-Hoplcins and Jor¬ 
dan Eberle continue to fill 
the net? Will special teams 
remain a difference-mak¬ 
er? Can Ryan Smyth con¬ 
tinue to turn back the 
clock? 

As the saying goes, this 


is where the rubber meets 
the road. 

Coming off back-to-back 
last-place finishes, the re¬ 
building Oilers — who sit 
atop the Northwest Divi¬ 
sion with 16 points — 
have lots of hockey to play 
before they can parlay a 
promising start into mean¬ 
ingful movement in the 
standings. 

“It’s going to be very im¬ 
portant for the whole 
team,” said Nugent-Hop- 


lcins, who leads NHL rook¬ 
ies with 11 points. “We’re 
going to need to get some 
really big wins in some 
hard buildings to play in.” 

With stops in Los Ange¬ 
les, Phoenix, Montreal, 
Boston, Detroit and Chica¬ 
go, this trip represents 
new ground for the 18- 
year-old Nugent-Hoplcins, 
who is on a point-a-game 
pace with five goals and 
six assists. 

“It’s my first chance to 


see all these different 
buildings,” he said. “It’s go¬ 
ing to be cool seeing the 
different atmospheres, but 
the biggest thing we need 
to do is go out and get a 
few wins.” 

Khabibulin, 38, who 
struggled mightily last sea¬ 
son, has looked like a new 
man in seven appearances. 
He has five wins and two 
overtime losses. Khabibu¬ 
lin was awarded the NHL’s 
third star for the month of 
October and leads all goal- 
tenders with a 1.12 goals- 
against average and .960 
saves percentage. With 
Khabibulin and Devan 
Dubnylc splitting duties, 
the Oilers have allowed 
just 18 goals. 

“Any way you want to 
say it, it’s important to 
have good goaltending,” 
said Khabibulin. “A lot of 
times, the difference is one 
goal and we’ve been in 
some of those games al¬ 
ready.”

Oh, to be 
the Edmon¬ 
ton Oilers 
right now. 
Sitting atop 
the North¬ 
west Divi¬ 
sion, 

heading out on a character¬ 
building road trip with a 
hot veteran goalie and two 


scoring lines firing on all 
cylinders ... and the tank’s 
not even empty. 

Two chips still in play for 
the Oilers right now are as¬ 
sets that are currently un¬ 
derused, meaning, should 
the current hot streak halt, 
there are immediate reme¬ 
dies. 

The first is, admittedly, 
tenuous at best. That would 
be the return of sublime 
playmaking right-winger 
Ales Hemsky, whose bum 
shoulder has limited him to 
two games in this magical 


opening. Should the talent¬ 
ed Czech return, he is yet 
another arrow in an in¬ 
creasingly potent quiver at 
coach Tom Renney’s dispos¬ 
al. Hemsky’s history sug¬ 
gests an approach of “a lot 
of games would be appreci¬ 
ated, but not really expect¬ 
ed,” so his contributions are 
truly getting to the bonus 
stage. 

A more tangible asset is 
centre Sam Gagner, cur¬ 
rently finding his name at¬ 
tached to trade rumours 
involving the New Jersey 


Devils. Gagner has flatlined 
after a great rookie cam¬ 
paign in 2007-08 and with 
the ascension of Ryan Nu- 
gent-Hopkins and with 
Shawn Horcoff playing 
quite well in the top six, 
there’s no scoring-line job 
left for Gagner. 

Also coming off an in¬ 
jury, Gagne (ankle sprain) is 
a much safer commodity 
than Hemsky, albeit one 
with less of an offensive 
ceiling. Nonetheless, the 
Devils are apparently inter¬ 
ested. 


At this point in the re¬ 
build, offering Edmonton 
draft picks is almost laugh¬ 
able, unless the Oilers in¬ 
tend on packaging those 
selections at a later date for 
a player who can help now. 
The blue-line corps — 
though goals against have 
been an impressive 
strength so far — could use 
some bulking up, and while 
the Devils don’t have much 
in the way of defensive dy¬ 
namism to offer, a steady 
hand would be appreciated, 
particularly one coming 


from the school of New Jer¬ 
sey general manager Lou 
Lamoriello. 

The old yarn about not 
fixing something that ain’t 
broken won’t spin in Ed¬ 
monton. The Oilers have 
put themselves in a great 
position right now and 
with a tough schedule 
ahead, complacency is not 
an option. If Edmonton GM 
Steve Tambellini can get an 
asset from the mediocre 
Devils for Gagner, now is 
the perfect time to pull the 
trigger.

Gas-saving Hybrid 


Veiy little has changed beneath the hood 
of both gasoline-engine Camiys, 
although Toyota now rates the standard- 
issue 178-horsepower 2.5-litre four-cylin¬ 
der at 8.2 1/100 km in the city and 5.6 on 
the highway, compared to the 2011 mod¬ 
el’s 9.0/6.0 numbers. Meanwhile, the car¬ 
ryover 268-horsepower 3.5-litre V-6 
achieves a claimed 9.7/6.4 city/highway, 
compared with 10.6/6.8 before. 


The interior is where this Camry makes a 
definitive statement. The organically-shaped dash¬ 
board presents a layered appearance and lacks the 
former droopy look. 

As well, the dash and control panel’s shiny bits 
added to up-level models are tastefully done. Buy¬ 
ers can now choose from four different upholstery 
finishes, depending on the model, from woven 
fabric on base models to leather with faux suede 
seat covers at the luxury end of the scale. 


Easily the most impressive fuel-efficiency gain origi¬ 
nates from the new Camry Hybrid. Toyota has 
installed a 156-horsepower 2.5-litre four-cylinder en¬ 
gine that replaces the 147-horse 2.4-litre. The 2.5 
functions in tandem with an electric motor. Most 
importantly, fuel-economy numbers improve to 4.5 
1/1001cm in the city and 4.9 highway, versus 5.7 city 
and highway for the 2011 Hybrid. Additionally, the 
more compact battery system located behind the 
rear seat means more trunk space.

It has been a rocky road 
for the Toyota faithful as

Camry Hybrid will get you 
down to the dealership to 
sign on the dotted line. 

Honestly, it should, 
based on a number of key 
incremental improve¬ 
ments to fuel economy 
and interior quality in par¬ 
ticular. 

Despite the best efforts 
of the Honda Accord, 
Chevrolet Malibu and 
Hyundai Sonata, the Cam¬ 


ry has owned the numero 
uno spot outright for the 
past decade. 

And it has managed this 
feat by playing it safe with 
styling, steadily improving 
its safety and technology 
features and offering its 
loyal owners plenty of cab¬ 
in comfort and refine¬ 
ment. 

For 2012, the Camry’s 
oh-so-subtle physical 
changes include a pointier 


front end, chiselled front 
fenders and an accent 
crease extending across 
the doors and fenders. 

Compared to a similarly 
contented 2011 base mod¬ 
el, the list price has been 
reduced by $1,600. You 
might consider that a re- 
turn-to-full-strength 
bonus, however for the 
conservative Camry, sav¬ 
ing money is always in 
fashion.

I hate to see the end 
of summer. Days 
grow shorter and 
thoughts of winter 
weather fouling my 
ability to putter 
with a car in the driveway 
after work have a 
haunting effect. 

But one consolation of 
the onset of winter is au¬ 
tumn, when skies are 
clear, humidity is a memo¬ 
ry and leaves on the trees 
flash the countryside into 
a pallet of colours that 
takes the breath away. 

This autumn I decided 
to treat my wife, Lisa Calvi, 
to a Fall Colours road trip 
and what better place to 
do it than New England, 
where back roads and 
small towns are alive with 
crisp mornings and splen¬ 
did fall foliage. 

And what better car to 
drive than a 2012 Chevy 
Volt, the electric vehicle 
Chevy is just rolling out in 
Canada. 

It would also be a 
chance to see if this car, 
with its so-called “extend¬ 
ed-range” capability, can 
cut it on a baclccountry 
road trip. The meandering 
route would run about 600 
kilometres from Burling¬ 
ton, Vt., to Bar Harbor, Me. 
There were a few kilome¬ 



tres of Interstate, but the 
Volt would spend most of 
its time on secondary 
roads. 

The basis of Volt’s mo¬ 
bility is no secret. It’s pow¬ 
ered by a 149-horse 
electric motor. The large T- 
shaped battery below the 
floor provides enough 
juice to get the stylish 
four-passenger sedan 
about 65 kilometres, at 
which point an onboard 
1.4-litre gasoline engine 


fires up to generate the 
electricity to extend the 
range another 500-plus 
kilometres (the Volt costs 
about $42,500 to start). 

Although the system 
adds significant weight 
and cost to the car, this is 
somewhat offset by the 
elimination of that nasty 
side effect other electric 
vehicles are cursed with: 
range anxiety. 

No pesky feelings in the 
pit of your stomach that

you are running out of 
propulsion and the only 
way to get it back is to find 
a place to plug in and wait 
hours until the battery is 
recharged. 

Fact is the Volt’s main 
competitor, the Nissan 
Leaf, would never be able 
to take a 600-lcilometre 
two-day road trip because 
it would require about 
three full days of charging 
using a household plug-in. 

Lisa and I fly into 
Burlington, Vt., and pick 
up the Ciystal Red Volt. It’s 
fully charged and we drive 
to Topnotch Resort in 
Stowe, Vt., on electric pow¬ 
er. it’s peppy, quiet, com¬ 
fortable and handles 
surprisingly well on the 
back roads. 

That night, after plug¬ 
ging into a 110-volt outlet 
in the parking lot, we dis¬ 


cuss our options over a ro¬ 
mantic dinner. Neither of 
us has ever driven to the 
top of New Hampshire’s 
Mount Washington, al¬ 
though I’ve seen those 
“This car climbed Mount 
Washington” bumper 
stickers for decades. 

The next morning we 
pass on the many activities 
available at the cosy Top- 
notch Resort. 

So much for the horse¬ 
back riding, fall hikes, the 
corn maze or getting pam¬ 
pered at the resort’s full 
service spa. 

We’re off and half way 
to our overnight destina¬ 
tion I realize the Volt’s gas- 
powered generator has 
taken over and I didn’t 
even notice. 

Turn down the prerequi¬ 
site road-trip companion 
XM Radio and I can hear 


the engine slightly at 
times. 

The next day, we need 
to drive about 350 kilome¬ 
tres to get to Bar Harbor 
on the Atlantic Ocean. 

Who cares if we can on¬ 
ly get half way up Mount 
Washington because of 
freezing rain and icy 
roads? Who cares if the 
sun is not shining and Hur¬ 
ricane Irene has ransacked 
the fall foliage? The Volt 
has taught this old road 
warrior a thing or two 
about the future. 

Chevy’s answer to the 
Little Black Dress of vehi¬ 
cles, the Volt, makes it pos¬ 
sible to be 

environmentally con¬ 
scious, cut down on fossil- 
fuel consumption and not 
need a second car when 
the call of the open road 
needs answering.

“Best New” vehicles for 
2012, as adjudicated by 
the Automobile Journalists 
Association of Canada 
(AJAC). 

Hopefully by now every¬ 
one is already well aware of 
AJAC’s annual TestFest — 
one of the most unique and 
thorough “car of the year” 
evaluation programs on the 
planet. The 2012 model- 
year edition just wrapped 
up last week in Niagara-on- 
the-Lalce, Ont., and if you 
scan the list of category 
winners, you’ll notice that 
Korean and German brands 
dominate. 

But there were many 
close races... 

In Small Car Over $2IK, 
winner Hyundai Elantra 
beat out second-place Ford 
Focus by only five points 
(695 vs. 690). Focus beat 
Elantra on several counts, 
notably cargo, acceleration 
and safety, but with an as- 
tested price several thou¬ 
sands of dollars above the 
Elantra, it couldn’t over¬ 
come the price factor. 

AJAC applies a price fac-

tor to each vehicle, on the 
assumption that a higher- 
priced vehicle should be 
better. The price factor is 
different for each category; 
it plays a bigger role in 
price-sensitive categories 
like compact, and less so in 
categories like luxury and 
prestige, etc. 

On the podium for Fami¬ 
ly Car Over $30K were two 
hybrids, Optima and 
Sonata, and the electric 
Chevrolet Volt. The Volt 
garnered an almost perfect 
fuel score, and huge marks 
for engine smoothness, but 
with an as-tested price of 
$44,673, it was thousands 
more than both Korean hy¬ 
brids. 

Chrysler 300S trailed the 


Luxury winner, Mercedes- 
Benz C-Class C350 4Matic, 
by only four points. The 
300S was surprisingly 
sporty, but so was the C350, 
which was also super solid 
in every other parameter. 

Mercedes-Benz also won 
in Prestige (S Class S350 
BlueTEC). But many jour¬ 
nalists were mesmerized by 
third-place finisher, Jaguar 
XKR-S — the fastest and 
most powerful production 
sports car ever produced by 
Jaguar. Too narrowly fo¬ 
cused and pricey, to prevail 
this year, but my goodness 
she flies and is easy on the 
eyes. 

BMW I Series M Coupe 
had the biggest margin of 
victory of any category win¬ 
ner this year (16 points). 

There were only three 
entries in the SUV Under 
$35 category this year, and 
all of them came from 
Chrysler. But Dodge Jour¬ 
ney’s win over Jeep Wran¬ 
gler and Jeep Compass is 
not a shallow one — it 
achieved a relatively high 
SUV score (652). 

In the SUV $35-$60K cat¬ 
egory, voters were clearly 
smitten with the styling 
and capability of the Range 
Rover Evoque, but the VW 
Touareg TDI prevailed with 
better cargo capacity and its 
super-stellar diesel power- 
train. 

Over in SUV Over $60K, 
BMW X3 beat out its next 
closest rival, Mercedes-Benz 
M Class, by only two points. 

Two points was the same 
slim margin of victory for 
Hyundai Accent over Kia 
Rio5 in Small Car Under 
$2 IK. 

They share a platform so 
we shouldn’t be surprised 
that if one did well, the oth¬ 
er would too.

Chances are you’ve come 
across the title before. 
Whether it’s in a television 
commercial, a newspaper, 
or on the Internet, you’ve 
probably seen a vehicle 
that’s been coined the 
Canadian Car of the Year. 

But have you ever won¬ 
dered how cars attain such 
an honour? 

An award that is certain¬ 
ly earned, the Car of the 
Year is determined by 
members of the Automo¬ 
bile Journalists Association 
of Canada (AJAC). 

Over 70 of those journal¬ 
ists were in Niagara-on-the- 
Lalce, Ont., last week to 
take part in TestFest, an an¬ 
nual event that allows the 
media to vote on the best 
new vehicles available to 
Canadian consumers. 


According to Jacques De- 
shaies, a director on the 
Canadian Car of the Year 
Awards committee, Test¬ 
Fest provides an opportuni¬ 
ty for effective evaluation 
of new vehicles because of 
the large number of jour¬ 
nalists that attend. 

“There are car launches 
during the year for new 
products, but a manufac¬ 
turer will only invite a few 
journalists to the launch¬ 
es,” Deshaies said. “Here at 
TestFest you have all the 
(certified) Canadian auto 
journalists in the same 
place, on the same week, 
at the same time.” 

At TestFest the vehicles 
are put through a thor¬ 
ough evaluation system by 
journalists. AJAC members 
will compare each vehicle 
in its class, one-by-one, un¬ 
til every car has been 
driven. 


The same routes — pub¬ 
lic roads included — must 
be used for each vehicle in 
a categoiy, while testing 
rules are consistent from 
year to year so consumers 
can get an accurate por¬ 
trait of how a car compares 
to previous models. 

The media use a detailed 
rating form that judges 
various aspects of a vehi¬ 
cle, from exterior styling 
right down to braking feel 
and effectiveness. 

And these ratings are 
taken seriously, as account¬ 
ing firm KPMG tabulates 
the ballots. 

While the top vehicles 
in each of the 11 categories 
were announced on Friday, 
the overall 2012 Canadian 
Car of the Year has already 
been voted on by AJAC 
members and will be un¬ 
veiled at the Toronto Auto 
Show in Februaiy.

Ensure the cruise control 
and air conditioning work 
properly. 

If the engine seems to 
“sputter” or deliver power 
in a “lumpy” fashion, the 
culprit could be a clogged 
fuel filter or a bad engine 
control sensor. Note that a 
mechanic can scan the en¬ 
gine computer for poten¬ 
tial engine sensor issues. 

Models with the 
automatic transmission 
that shift harshly or 
abruptly could be 
suffering from a comput¬ 
er-related problem as well. 


Verdict 

Where reliability is 
concerned, the Sportage 
looks like a solid second¬ 
hand bet. Thanks to rela¬ 
tively low resale values, 
one won’t be required to 
sever an appendage when 
it comes time to pay.
